A meeting hall overcrowded with adamant 
Antioch residents, . waving a petition con- 
taining 175 signatures convinced the Antioch 
Village Board that it would be a good idea to 
rescind the ordinance establishing a full- 
time mayor at the salary of $28,000 per year. 

The main bone of contention seemed to be 
not the question of whether or not a full-time 
mayor or administrator was needed, not 
even ^ ?26»000 raise the ordinance had 
given to the mayor's position, but the fact 
that the board had passed the ordinance with 
little or no previous publicity on the matter 
and had not consulted the residents of the 
village as to whether or not they wanted their 
tax money spent in this way. 

Melody Fahrner, one of the leaders of the 



group opposing the ordinance, started out by 
asking Trustee Ron Cunningham if he had 
consulted the attorney as to the legal 
ramifications of placing the question of a full 
time mayor, at a salary of $28,000, on the 
ballot in a February primary. 

Trustee William Seeman who had coik 
suited the attorney for Cunningham said that 
the question could be put on the ballot if a 
petition containing 663 names was filed with 
the villa eg clerk. 

The deadline forfilihg reportedly is Mon-

Attorney Andy Lynch said that the state
